Republic of Vietnam (DRV) in Tay Minh Province, Cochinchina, were organized 
into units preparatory to their departure for Intersector IV» The units 
plan to march through Ts'ai K'e Tun (# 6 -&• ) and La Kan (*£. )1, in 

Cambodia, to T’ang P*ing (|| ip. J 1 , in the mountainous region along the 
Annam-Laos border* The guerrillas will then proceed to An Kao (y£ % )1, 
Nghe An Province, where they will report for combat assignment with regular 
DRV forces in Inter sector IV.
